The 
grant, still to be approved by 
the U.S. Public Health Service, 
would come from Hill-Burton fed­ 
eral funds. 
The commissioners, after hear­ 


ing council’* price, decided to 
look elsewhere for two acres. 


Their disgust was expressed by 
Democratic Minority Commission­ 
er Adolph A. Andrews, who didn’t 
spare his old Auto Workers Union 
brother, Bristol Mayor Anthony 
R. Niccoletti. 


Andrews “Disappointed” 
“ I am disappointed with the po­ 
sition council and Mayor Nic­ 
coletti have taken,” Andrews said.

By American standards the government is so­ 
cialistic.

Among Swedish business and industrial peo­ 
ple I found little disenchantment with their state 
of affairs.

With a dozen other members of the Mission, 
I was a luncheon guest of Svenska Handelsbanken, 
Sweden's largest banking institution with assets in 
excess of $1 billion and with 400 branch banks 
scattered front Lapland in the North to Skane 
Province in the South.

Labor and management relations, that is. 
Strikes are virtually unknown 
in 
Sweden. 
There hasn’t been a major walkout or lockout in 
a quarter of a century despite the fact that both 
workers and employers are highly organized. 
The Confederation of Trade 
Unions 
is the 
largest labor organization in the country. Indus­ 
trialists belong to tin* Employers' Confederation. 
Absence of labor-management friction as we know 
it in America is due to a historic agreement back 
in 1938 between trade unions and employers—an 
agreem ent which laid the ground rules for re­ 
lations based on close mutual contacts, self-gov­ 
ernm ent and group responsibility without govern­ 
ment interference. Organized labor and m anage­ 
ment have stuck pretty closely to the agreement. 


I rf! bor insists occasionally* of course, on high­ 
er wages and better working conditions. Manage­ 
ment may resist. But more frequently than not 
amicable adjustments are made without resort to 
a special tribunal, the Bailor Court, and every­ 
body appears relatively happy. 
In this connection, productivity in Swedish in­ 
dustry is amazingly high. Could we match it in 
America in relation to industrial payrolls, then 
spiraling wages, spiraling prices and increasing in­ 
flation would no longer be our prime economic 
problem. 
In passing, I might add that Swedish banks 
pay 41- per cent interest. They also get 8 per cent 
on loans and mortgage money, (I was talking to 
a banker, rem em ber?), 


The Stockholm Archipelago Is an island world 
all of its own and you don’t easily persuade peo­ 
ple who live in it that there is another, so greatly 
in love are they with this spectacularly attrac­ 
tive mixture of real estate. Lake M alar and the 
Baltic sea. 
But Stockholm is more than islands and wa­ 
ter and beauty. It is the home of the Royal Dra­

'In Washington, it was noted 
that the largest nuclear weapon 
exploded so far was a 15-megaton 
H-bomb set off by the United 
States on March I, 1954. A mega­ 
ton means one million tons and 
in the nuclear field denotes how 
much TNT would be required to 
produce the same effect'. 


The Soviet Union has not an­ 
nounced either to its citizens or 
otherwise its individual test explo­ 
sions since they were resumed 
Sept. I. 


The U.S. Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission has reported monitoring 
more than 20 Soviet blasts since 
then, several in the multi-megaton 
range. 


(The Uniteti States

British Are 


‘Encouraged’ 


By K’s Talk 


LONDON (UPI)—British For­ 
eign Secretary Lord Home said 
today he was “encouraged” by 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev’s offer to withdraw the Dec. 
31 deadline for the Signing of a 
German peace treaty. 
Home’s statement in the House 
of Lords was the first top-level 
Western reaction to Khrushchev’s 
bid. The British minister spoke 
a t the opening of a two-day de­ 
bate on international affairs for 
which 
parliament 
was 
recon­ 
vened a week early. Lord Privy 
Seal 
Edward 
Heath 
echoed 
Home’s words in the House of 
Commons. 
Earlier, Western European gov 
eminent sources gave an initial 
guarded welcome to Khrushchev’s 
offer. In Washington, U.S. offi­ 
cials also reacted cautiously. 
After warning that the Berlin 
problem could bring the world to 
war, Lord Home said: 
"I am encouraged to see that 
Mr. Khrushchev has said that the 
end of the year is no longer 
necessary date for the conclusion 
of his treaty, and therefore the 
atmosphere of ultimatum h a s 
been removed.” 
In Bonn, West German govern­ 
ment 
sources 
treated 
Khrush 
chev’s peace offer with consider­ 
able reserve, and cautioned that 
the Soviet leader might reverse it 
again.
